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Terrorists 
threaten 
ambassador

Italian leftists vowed to send a 
“suicide commando” to kill the West 
German ambassador and a rightist bomb 
shattered a Paris union hall in violence 
triggered by the prison deaths of three 
West German terrorists. 
Early today, almost simultaneous 
blasts shook the Siemens. BMW and Opel 
auto buildings in Rome, blowing out the 
shutters and show windows. Other explo­ 
sions damaged several cars. At Pistoia, 
near Florence, another BMW showroom 
was hit by a pre-dawn explosion. 
Three men at the West German 
cultural center in Istanbul, Turkey, were 
injured by a bomb thrown by demon­ 
strators shouting anti-German slogans 
Tuesday, police said. Two firebombs 
shattered the windows of a German car 
showroom in Rome. 
The Italian news agency ANSA in 
Milan received the second death threat 
in five days against West German 
Ambassador Hans Arnold. 
“As regards Arnold, we confirm that 
within the next 200 hours he will be ex­ 
ecuted by a suicide commando,” an 
anonymous telephone caller said, adding 
a warning that all German diplomats and 
their families should leave Italy. 
In Istanbul, police said the anti- 
German protestors fled after the bomb 
explosion and no arrests were made. 
The Rome firebombings caused some 
damage but no injuries. Two German 
schools shut down to prevent possible at­ 
tacks on students. 
The Paris explosion smashed the of­ 
fices of the leftist French Magistrates 
Trade Union and handwritten notes left 
behind indicated the bombing was 
carried out by rightists. 
“We are witnessing the emergence of 
rightist counter-terrorism,” one police 
officer said. “We hope we will stop this.” 
French police in the Nancy region near 
the German border were checking out 
reports from a previously unheard-of 
“Anti-terrorist Brigade” that it had 
killed one of the 16 West Germans 
wanted for the kidnaping of slain 
Q » r w iatfiaatrialM 
Haans-Martin 
Schleyer. 
Police said they also had found a West 
German man who identified several 
young persons he met in a chalet in a 
pine forest in France’s Jura Mountain 
range as being among the 16 suspects in 
the Schleyer case. 
S c h le y e r’s body w as found in 
northeastern France shortly after the 
three terrorists were found dead in their 
Stuttgart prison cells.The kidnapers had 
offered to exchange Schleyer for the 
three and eight other jailed terrorists 
West Germany said the three dead 
terrorists — including Andreas Baader, 
founder of the notorious Red Army 
terrorist faction — killed themselves. 
Their leftist sympathizers say they were 
slain by prison guards.

Oxnard police today arrested a third 
teen-age suspect in the beating death of a 
former Lompoc youngster and the bat­ 
tering and rape of his sweetheart. 
Paul Yenney Jr., 17, was killed and his 
girlfriend, Linda Fiene, 18, of Oxnard, 
remained in critical condition in a 
hospital. 
Johnny G. Lopez, 18. of Oxnard was 
arraigned Tuesday on first degree 
murder and other charges involving the 
Oct. 14 attack in a dirt field behind Chan­ 
nel Islands High School. 
Authorities said they will seek to 
prosecute a 17-year-old suspect uniden­ 
tified because of his age as an adult on 
first-degree murder charges. 
The suspect arrested today is 16 years 
old and was booked at juvenile hall on 
suspicion of murder. At least one more 
suspect is sought. 


Enterprise performs 
final free flight 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE (UPI) 
— The space shuttle Enterprise dropped 
from the back of its jum bo je t 
mothership today in its last free flight, 
falling at a rate of more than 11,000 feet 
per minute to a landing on a concrete 
runway and a royal welcome. 
Prince Charles of Great Britain was 
waiting near the landing site when the 
Enterprise came in like a dive bomber. 
He flew by helicopter from Los Angeles 
where he was making a two-day tour 
This last flight of the shuttle-orbiter 
prototype made its first concrete landing 
today, braking quickly after a one- 
minute 55-second drop from 17,000 feet to 
end its flight testing at this desert air 
base. 
The 75-ton orbiter was blown from the 
747 as it had been in four previous free 
flight tests, but this time its made its 
steepest and fastest descent, up to 26 


degrees and at about 320 miles per hour. 
Separation came at 8:52 a.m. PDT and 
the Enterprise swept in for its landing 
two-minutes and one-second later. 
The spacecraft bounced three times 
before it settled on the runway and came 
to a halt. 
Fewer instrument tests were per­ 
formed by astronauts Fred Haise and 
Gordon Fullerton on this flight. Basical­ 
ly, it was to make sure the stubby glider 
could land on concrete, and to verify its 
ability to brake within 5,000 feet. 
The Enterprise is to be modified, un­ 
dergo two mated flights here to certify 
its capability to be ferried long distances 
and then be carried on the back of a 747 
to Huntsville, Ala., next March for a 
series of vibration tests. 
After that, it will be outfitted for space 
flight and is to be among the early shut­ 


tles sent into space. 
Its successor, designated only “ 102” 
by its builder, Rockwell International, 
will be the first shuttle craft to be 
rocketed into space for orbital flights in 
Mardi 1979. 
In the m ost recen t te st flig h t, 
astronauts proved the shuttle could be 
landed within 5,000 feet. This time, in­ 
stead of the desert-dry lakebed runways 
used previously, the Enterprise used 
concrete near the building complex of 
Dryden Flight Research Center. 


NASA said the shuttle flight tests were 
so successful that several were canceled 
as unnecessary. 
The shuttle craft, the first spaceships 
ever built to be used over and over again, 
are designed to be the space trucks of the 
future. They are to carry people and 
equipment into orbit and back again.

CAIRO (UPI) — President Anwar 
S adat today d e c la re d a 10-year 
moratorium on Egypt’s debts to the 
Soviet Union in retaliation for Moscow’s 
four-year arms embargo against Egypt. 
Egypt’s military debts to Moscow are 
estimated at 84 billion 
Sadat made the announcement at a 
m eeting w ith P re m ie r M amdouh 
Salem’s new cabinet and said Egypt 
would quit paying the Soviets on Jan. I 
Sadat said the unilaterally declared 
Egyptian moratorium will be coupled 
with a ban on the export of high-quality 
Egyptian cotton to both the Soviet Union 
and Czechoslovakia. 
"The Soviet Union has refused so far to 
reschedule the payment of our debts, and 
is still maintaining an embargo on spare 


parts and weapons.” Sadat said. 


They are demanding payment in hard 
currency,” Sadat said. “ I have asked the 
prime minister, therefore, to clarify 
matters to the Soviets, making it clear 
that our cotton will not be exported to 
them, under the new trade agreement 
for 1978 


“ I also instructed the prime minister 
to stop the repayment of military debts 
as of January, 1978, and for the next IO 
years,” Sadat said 


Indicating that repayment will be 
resumed afterwards. Sadat said: “We 
are not refusing to pay, but the other side 
should understand our circumstances”

TRAVIS AIR FORCE BASE (UPI) - 
The remains of 20 servicemen and one 
civilian who died in Vietnam were 
returning home today for final burial. 
The remains were scheduled to arrive 
here at 5 p.m. They then will be taken to 
the Army mortuary in Oakland pending 
return to their families. 


The Defense Department Tuesday dis­ 
closed the names of the victims, whose 
remains were turned over to the United 
States by the Vietnamese government 
last month The remains went through a 
medical identification process at a 
laboratory in Hawaii before transport to 
the mainland. 


Defense Department spokesmen said 
there still is no identification for one set 
of remains from the 22 given U S of­ 
ficials in Hanoi Sept. 30 


Those identified included three Navy 
and 17 Air Force air crewmen, some 
listed as missing since 1966 


Two of the Navy fliers, Lt. Walter O. 
Estes II of Williamston, Mich , and Lt. 
James E. Teague of Jonesboro, Ark., 
were last seen alive as prisoners. The 
two were crewmen aboard the same 
Phantom jet fighter downed Nov. 19, 
1967, and details of their deaths are not 
known, spokesmen said. 


The civilian was identified previously 
as Tucker Gougelmann of Montclair, 


N J., a retired Marine and former 
employe of the CIA in Vietnam who 
returned to Saigon shortly before its fall 
in April, 1975 
Gougelmann missed the evacuation of 
U S. citizens, was arrested by the com­ 
munists and died in custody. 
Spokesmen said the latest identifica­ 
tion brings the total number of U.S. ser­ 
vicemen still unaccounted for in 
Southeast Asia to 1.803.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union appears to be getting ready for 
another test of its killer satellite system. 
Pentagon sources report. 
The sources said a Cosmos satellite, 
the type that has been used as a target 
for such tests in the past, was put into or­ 
bit late last week from the Soviet space 
facility at Plesetsk in northern Russia 
south of the White Sea. 
In a test last May, the launch of a 
Cosmos was followed three days later by 
another Cosmos, but of a type the Soviets 
have developed to intercept orbiting 
spacecraft and destroy themselves and 
their targets with explosive charges. 
And while the Defense Department 
called the interception operation a 
failure. Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown told a news conference Oct. 4 the 
Soviet system was in “ operational 
status” and that “I find that somewhat 
troublesome.” 
The sources who confirmed the latest 
launching declined to give details about 
how far from earth the current target is 
in orbit. 
Official sources said the Soviet system 
appears to be effective against low level 
spy satellites that operate about 120 
miles from the surface of the Earth but 
not against high-orbiting satellites, a fac­ 
tor that could have contributed to the 
May failure.

It was the second time the House nad 
voted to make use of children under 16 in 
pornographic movies a federal offense 
Supporters of the latest measure said it, 
unlike an earlier bill, would “pass con­ 
stitutional m uster.” 
The bill now goes to the Senate which 
earlier approved a bill that included dis­ 
tributors with producers, an inclusion 
some House members said would make 
the entire bill unconstitutional. 
Both the House and Semite measures 
would put transportation of boys across 
state lines for prostitution under the 
Mann Act which now covers only girls.

According to reports from UPI’s 
Moscow Bureau, the Soviets launched 
the 959th in the Cosmos satellite series 
Oct 21 and put it in a highly elliptical or­ 
bit ranging from 153 kilometers (99.8 
miles) to 891 kilometers (552 miles) 
above Earth which it is circling once 
every 94 8 minutes. 


The Soviet news agency Tass said that 
Cosmos satellite was carrying "a radio 
system to make precise measurements 
of orbit elements and a radiotelemetry 
system to transmit to earth data on the 
work of instruments and scientific 
equipment.” 
On Tuesday, the Soviets launched the 
960th in the Cosmos series with an orbit 
ranging from 505 kilometers (313 miles) 
to 549 kilometers (340 miles) above 
Earth.

U.S. military action 
to be used in oil quest 


KUWAIT (UPI) - US. Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal assured 
Kuwait today the United States would 
not resort to military action to secure its 
Middle E ast oil supplies, Kuwaiti 
sources said. 
Although no details were officially 
available on the talks, sources said 
Blumenthal “assured Kuwaiti leaders 
that the United States would under no 
circumstances use military action to en­ 
sure its oil supplies from the Middle 
East.” 
The sources said the trea su ry 
secretary also gave guarantees that “the 
present fluctuations of the dollar on 
world m ark ets are a tem porary 
phenomenon that will not affect Kuwait 
investments in the United States.” 
In turn, Kuwaiti leaders agreed to sup­ 
port the dollar and abandon efforts to 
replace the dollar with the International 
Monetary Fund's Special Drawing Right 
known as SDR. as the unit for calculating 
oil prices, the sources said. 
Blumenthal’s arrival was clouded by a 
recent statement by Energy Secretary 


James Schlesinger that the United States 
may be forced to protect its sources of 
oil supply in the Middle East. 
B lu m en th al said the re m a rk , 
perceived by several Persian Gulf states 
as an implicit threat, was a reference to 
a possible external threat to the oil 
producers. 
“I think probably the statement was 
misunderstood,” he told reporters. 
“ The U nited S tates has never 
questioned and always underlined the 
right and expectations of oil-producing 
cowitries to secure their own safety and 
security,” Blumenthal said. “There was 
no threat of any kind to the oil-producing 
countries of the Middle East and there 
will be none in the future.” 
Asked how he could expect economic 
cooperation from Arab oil states when he 
had promised Israel aid “for an indefinite 
period of time,” Blumenthal said: 
“The United States is working to try to 
be helpful to bring peace to this region 
and we hope that all countries will work 
with us to bring about a lasting peace in 
the area.”

School staff said it had preferred to use 
Cabrillo High, which has some kitchen 
equipment. But the new lunch operation 
would interfere with Associated Student 
Body food preparation there and with 
food service classes. 
Board member Robert Coe voiced dis­ 
pleasure with the plan: “ I’d rather see 
the food prepared in a kitchen than in a 
multi-purpose room, but I understand 
your problem,” he said. 
The food prepared at La Mesa would 
be transported throughout the district by 
a refrigerated truck, to be rented from 
Foremost Dairies, 
A survey to determine how many 
children are eligible for a free or 
reduced-price lunch has been printed and 
probably will be mailed out to parents 
next week. 
It remains unknown, of course, how 
many other students will decide to buy 
the lunch at full-price, once available. 
A food service person to direct the 
sack lunch operation can be hired by 
December, Assistant Superintendent 
AUce Milligan said. 
When the director takes over, he or she 
would determ in e when the lunch 
program was ready to start. 
For this reason, Business Manager Joe 
Carlin was reluctant to estim ate a 
starting date for the program. Because 


he once guessed it could start by Oc­ 
tober. several parents have complained 
to him, he said. 
“When are you going to start that 
thing,” Carlin said the parents asked, 
“My kids are hungry.” 
In other business, the board was dis­ 
mayed to learn that the district spent 
8150 to recover a stolen typewriter from 
a pawn shop. 
Coe asked about the item, appearing in 
a list (rf the district’s expenditures. 
“You mean we don’t have any rights 
on this typewriter if we identify it as 
ours?” he asked. “That’s ridiculous.” 
Business Manager Carlin said that the 
district bought the Lompoc High stolen 
typewriter upon recommendations by 
the Lompoc Police Department and the 
Santa Barbara County counsel. 
The district would have to go to court 
to otherwise regain the typewriter, and 
this would prove expensive, Carlin said. 
The machine was worth about 8500, and 
in good condition. 
“I see what you’re saying Joe, but it 
just ain’t right,” Board member Jack 
Heiman said. 
Carlin said that two other typewriters 
from Lompoc High had been stolen at the 
same time.

The lat­ 
ter. the districts that will be 
spread over portions of both 
halves of the new counties if the 
voters approve the split. 


Property tax bills due 
for delivery on Tuesday

Halloween and property tax 
paym ent tim e w ill com e 
simultaneously this year. 
County Tax Collector J. 
Newton Blanchard announced 
today his staff has complete 
compilations of 1977-78 tax 
bills for 87,894 parcels, with the 
post office to pick them up 
Monday, Oct. 31, for delivery 
the next day in most cases. 
The total bill: $113,835,517, 
naturally a record levy in view 
of the record $267 million boost 
(28.3 per cent) in the net total 
assessed valuation of the real 
estate roll to the whopping 
figure of $1,330,678,288. 
The bills are due and payable 
as of Oct. 31, but the first in­ 
stallment won’t be delinquent 
until Dec. IO. 
Delinquency 
means an automatic 6 per cent 
penalty. 
While the county assessor’s 
office and the tax collector’s of­ 
fice handles property assess­ 
ments and the billing and 
collecting of taxes, respective­ 
ly. county government receives 
only slightly over 25 per cent of 
the collected levy, county of­ 
ficials hasten to say. 
The lion’s share of the 
$102,328,719 levy of 1976-77 - or 
$52.9 million — went to the 
public schools, with $27 million 
reaching county coffers. 
Special districts governed by 


the Board of Supervisors, 
special districts governed 
through local boards, and the 
five cities will share in the 
$113.8 million levy this coming 
tax year, as in other years. 
Last year cities pocketed 
more than $5 million of the $102 
million levy, with special dis­ 
tricts getting more than $10 
million. 
Last year the schools got 57 
per cent, the county about 27 
per cent, the cities 4.95 per cent 
and special districts in excess 
of IO per cent. 
A number of taxing agencies 
lowered their rates — the 
county rate was cut about 50 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion by the supervisors — in an 
effort to reduce the impact of 
extremely heavy assessment 
boosts in certain county areas, 
including Goleta Valley, Car­ 
pinteria Valley, and various 
North County sectors. 
Despite this, however, many 
homeowners will be getting 
bills that are double those of 
last year. 
Taxpayers, hit also by a Con­ 
sumer Price Index increase of 
7.23 per cent in the year, 
however, will be paying more 
than $2.1 million additional for 
County Budget purposes, 
despite the reduced county levy 
this year, because of the higher 
assessments. 


W hile 
th o u sa n d s 
of 
homeowners will be mourning 
the higher bills they get in the 
mail in the coming week, many 
others whose properties were 
not reassessed this year will 
find their bills lower. 
But those with lower bills this 
year are apt to pay a heavy 
price next year as the assessor 
moves into their areas with 
"catch up” assessments likely 
to have heavy impacts. 
The five cities collectively 
actually are slated to receive 
less property tax funds this 
year than last, the auditor’s of­ 
fice shows. They are estimated 
to get $4,895,00 this coming 
year, a 1.73 per cent drop over 
last year. 
School districts will get 
$61,428,000, or a 16.07 per cent 
boost over the $52,922,000 while 
county education will get 
another $4.7 million. 
Blanchard’s office normally 
gets within two per cent of the 
total levy paid each year, so it’s 
reasonable to assume county 
taxpayers — incuding utilities, 
oil companies and other big 
b u sin ess in ad d ition to 
homeowners and sm aller 
businessmen — will pay out 
over $110 million to the tax 
collector in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building by next 
April IO when the second and 
final installment is due.

The boards were recently

by 
AHC 
a d ­ 
ministrators. following the out- 
of-court settlement of a three- 
student lawsuit against the 
college charging censorship. 
In a consent decree, the 
college admits no guilt, but 
agrees not to violate the First 
and Fourteenth Amendment 
rights of the students 
Before, the lawsuit the new­ 
spaper had no formal, or writ­ 
ten policy on who would have 
the last word on newspaper con­ 
tent: The students in the jour­ 
nalism class, which produces 
the paper? The student editor- 
in-chief9 The class teacher and 
adviser? 
Such a vague situation gave 
rise to several disputes, which 
led to the lawsuit. 
For example, in a story about 
college denial of a student peti­ 
tion to fly the flag at half-mast 
on the anniversary of the Kent 
State shootings, the class ad­ 
viser said he thought it 
"painted (then-college Presi­ 
dent Walter Conrad) in a very 
unfavorable light, unfairly.” 
The adviser, Robert Lang, 
ordered removal of the last two 
wor ds of the f ol l owi ng 
headline 
“Student Petition for 
Kent State Remembrance 
Denied by Conrad ” 
“The headline made it appear 
that the old man was an ogre, 
and this was an unfair call.” 
Lang told the Record. 
Neither did Lang allow the 
publication of such items as a

picture of men supposedly 
urinating against a wall, the 
three-letter equivalent of 
posterior, and two letters to the 
editor by staff writers contain­ 
ing similar words. 
The letters also criticized the 
alleged censorship: 
"One, by 
Allan Ericson. a plaintiff in the 
subsequent lawsuit against the 
college, wrote: “If we cannot 
say the things that need to be 
said in the manner we feel they 
should be said, then it is a big 
pacifying joke to even print this 
paper or to run this college.” 
While the students said they 
believed that profanity should 
be allowed if the authors choose 
to use it. Lang disagreed: 
“I think the journalist can 
learn to live without (four- 
letter) words," he said. “Any 
decent journalist or com­ 
municator will back me up ” 
David Evans, last year 
Oracle editor and a plaintiff in 
the lawsuit, said that the dele­ 
tions in the headline and 
several articles caused him 
minor irritation. What the three 
students most objected to was 
the college’s alleged promise to 
Coors that the Oracle would 
publish a front page rebuttal to 
an article by one of the plain­ 
tiffs. Frances Houston. 
“There s More to Coors Than 
Just Suds: 
World’s Largest 
single Brewery Denies Human 
Rights " 
Houston said today that a 
representative of Coors said he 
had mailed a response to the 
Oracle. She said she would tell 
her classmates that they have 
the right to decide whether — 
and if so — where in the new­ 
spaper they want to publish the 
response 
Though radio and television is 
required to provide equal time, 
she said, newspapers are not. 
Should a dispute arise, this 
could be the first issue to be 
heard by the newly established 
editorial board — students in 
the journalism class. 
The 
board is charged to resolve dis­ 
putes between writers and 
editors, or between writers or 
editors and the class adviser 
In any case, the new policies 
state that the adviser can only 
advise and is responsible for 
‘alerting the editor-in-chief to 
any articles which are poten­ 
tially libelous, obscene or dis­ 
ruptive to campus order " 
Lang agreed that, under the 
new policies, he could not again 
arbitrarily change a headline or 
story. 
Decisions by the student 
board may be appealed to the 
“publisher s board.” made up 
of faculty, administrators, stu­ 
dents and a professional jour­ 
nalist. This board also appoints 
the newspaper’s editor-in-chief. 
Further and final appeals 
could be made to the AHC 
Board of Trustees

“Go West Young Man!" 
should drop its exclamation 
point. It’s a dud. 
In purchasing this stale, out­ 
dated play for performance by 
the Lompoc Youth Theater 
group, the Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Department showed thrif­ 
tiness with public funds. 
But a bow to the taxpayer, in 
this case, becomes an affront to 
the playgoer. One could only 
recommend this one to the 
friends and family of the actors 
in the play. 
The play is a comedy (ha) 
about the discovery of a 
swindler among a group of 
guests at a dude ranch. With its 
flat characters and juvenile 
plot, no wonder some of the 
young actors and actresses 
seemed so bored with it. 
The play was hard enough to 
sit through once. So, if not for 
the quality of the production— 
the director and double cast 
deserve credit and sympathy 
for having to suffer through it 
over and over again. 
With few exceptions, the 


acting displayed by the Youth 
Theater in a dress rehearsal 
Monday was humdrum and 
wooden. (The Lompoc Record 
saw a performance by only one 
cast—with Era Polly and Jerry 
Phelps in the lead roles. A se­ 
cond cast will also be perform­ 
ing the play.) 
Most disappointing was that 
several actors and actresses in 
the play showed little improve­ 
ment over their performances 
in the group’s debut perfor­ 
mance last Spring of "Seven 
Little Rebels."

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Oil supply bill 
action postponed 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
House consideration of a new 
system for handling develop­ 
ment of offshore oil and gas 
supplies will be delayed until 
next year as a result of a Rules 
Committe decision Tuesday. 
The committee action was 
c ritic iz e d by one H ouse 
member as “ disgraceful’’ and 
was attributed to lobbying by 
oil companies. 
The legislation would provide 
new techniques of bidding to 
replace the old bonus bid 
system, would set up an oil spill 
liability fund, would give the 
states a voice in planning for of­ 
fshore development, and would 
require holders of leases to 
develop them or lose them. 
The bill would be the first 
wholesale change in the Outer 
Continental Shelf Lands Act of 
1953. 
Rep. William Hughes. D-N.J., 
said following the committee 
vote. “ The success of the major 
oil com panies in delaying 
House consideration of the 
legislation was disgraceful.” 


He said the federal govern­ 
ment needs a new approach to 
Outer Continental Shelf energy 
development. 
The legislation proposes that 
the Interior Department draw 
up a comprehensive plan for 
five years of leasing, using 
alternative bidding systems. 
The intent would be to allow 
more competition and explore 
ways that leases could be paid 
through a share of the produc­ 
tion rather than “ front money” 
as in the bonus bid system. 
States would be given some 
“ impact assistance” for off­ 
shore development, and would 
participate in decisions con­ 
cerning offshore lands. 
The bill would require that 
half the leases in frontier areas 
offshore would have to use one 
of the new alternate bidding 
systems. The alternates include 
combinations of royalty pay­ 
ments. royalty oil payments, 
profit sharing, bonuses based 
on a commitment to do a cer­ 
tain amount of work, and the 
like.

LUXEMBOURG (UPI) - A 
controversial nuclear fusion 
reactor that may provide safe, 
clean and unlimited power in 
the 21st century will be built 
in England, the European Com­ 
mon Market has decided 
The vote Tuesday broke a dis­ 
pute over where to build the 
doughnut-shaped 
reactor — 
known as a “ Joint European 
Torus” or JE T — that had 
•th reaten ed to scu ttle the 
project altogether. 
The choice had boiled down to 
Garching. near Munich in West 
G erm any, and Culham , in 
England, where a design team 
has been at work for several 
years. 
To break the impasse. Ger­ 
m any agreed to accep t a 
majority decision, rather than 
the unanimous vote usually 
demanded in the nine-nation 
Common Market on vital mat­ 
ters 
Six nations voted for Culham 
and only Germany and Luxem­ 
bourg for Garching. Italy ab­ 
stained 
British Energy Minister Tony 
Wedgwood Benn said the deci­ 
sion to build the reacto r 
“ opened up a new option 
of a very important kind for the 
21st century.” 
The JE T project will be used 
in an a tte m p t to c r e a te 
sustained fusion of atoms of 
Tritium and Deuterium under 
100-million-degree temperatur­ 
es generated by a magnetic 
field. 
Scientists say the process in 
effect harn esses the sam e 


forces that make the sun shine 
and would create lim itless 
energy — and harmless helium 
— from materials abundantly 
available in nature 
If proven feasible, it would be 
a godsend to several Common 
Market countries that may face 
a severe energy gap within a 
decade if. as expected, supplies 
of imported oil diminish. 
Guido Brunner of West Ger­ 
many. the Common Market 
com missioner in charge of 


energy and research, predicted 
the JE T reactor would take five 
years to build and eventually 
employ 320 scien tists and 
technicians 
“ On paper, ours is the most 
advanced project in the world,” 
he said. 
Within four years, the Com­ 
mon M arket may have to 
decide whether to build a 
second-generation JE T as a 
step toward commercial pro­ 
duction of fusion power. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A

The fatal blow, struck Tues­ 
day by an alliance of Demo­ 
crats and Republicans on the 
House Administration Commit­ 
tee. left backers of the plan 
with a lot of work to do next 
year if they are to get the 
measure in effect for the 1978 
elections. 
The bipartisan opposition 
forced backers to postpone 
further work on the bill by 
pushing through amendments 
that made the measure expen­ 
sive and unattractive. 
The modifications would have 
injected federal funds into 
primary contests as well as 
general elections, aided virtual­ 
ly any candidate with seed 
money and hiked estim ated 
costs from $42 m illion to 
several hundred million. 
R e c o g n iz in g th a t su ch 
changes would never get ap­ 
proved on the House floor, the 
supporters of the original bill 
gave up. 
The plan, sim ilar to the 
public financing used in 1976 
presidential elections, failed to 
clear the Senate earlier this 
year 
As drafted it would have 
covered only “ major party can­ 
didates” in House races next 
fall and only general elections, 
not primary races. 
To qualify, candidates would 
have had to raise $10,000 in 
donations of $100 or less and the 
initial federal aid would have 
been equivalent to $25,000 in 
free postage for a districtwide 
mailing to voters. From there 
on, candidates could have 
received m atching federal 
funds of up to $25,000 for each 
private contribution of $100 or 
less. 
Candidates accepting the 
federal aid would not have been 
allowed to spend more than 
$150,000 for the entire campaign 
unless an opponent did. If that 
happened, they could get up to 
$50,000 m ore in m atching

DETROIT (UPI) - The se­ 
cond major crackdown of the 
year on parents who fail to have 
their schoolage children vac­ 
cinated as required by state law 
is showing signs of success 
City health officials said 
Tuesday they expect the thou­ 
sands of elementary school 
youngsters who were barred 
from class because they didn't 
have the shots to be back in 
school by the end of the week. 
“ I would hope that the 
majority of the students would 
be taken care of in the next cou­ 
ple of d ay s.” said Russell 
Charter, director of the city's 
immunization program, “ and 
that by the end of the week we 
would be down to what we 
would call ‘hard core.’” 
Charter’s prediction came in 
the second day of a citywide 
campaign to expel as many as 
12.000 students who were unable 
to prove immunization against 
measles, rubella, polio, diph­ 
theria. tetanus and whooping 
cough. 
About 2.000 youngsters were 
turned away from school last 
March in the first crackdown of 
the year, which was prompted 
by a near epidemic of measles 
in Detroit schools two years 
ago 
Charter said free clinics dis­ 
pensing the required shots were 
"doing pretty well” and checks 


with other community health 
centers indicated a better 
overall turnout than originally 
anticipated. 
Many of the parents who 
showed up at the free clinics 
seemed unaware of the dead­ 
line imposed by school officials, 
Charter said, although parents 
were warned the shots were 
needed when they registered 
their children in September. 
Charter said school officials 
will continue the crackdown 
“ until we don’t have to do it 
anymore.” 
“ I think the message is begin­ 
ning to get through,” he said 
“ It may take a couple of years 
of this type of activity before 
parents really wake up and 
realize that we do mean it, and 
remember that they have to 
take care of the kids before 
they come to school 


America has new

HOUSTON (U P I) - Federal 
o fficials agree the Border 
Patrol is understaffed but they 
don’t want any help from the 
Ku Klux Klan in preventing il­ 
legal aliens from crossing into 
Texas from Mexico. 
A klan spokesman said Tues­ 
day unarmed klansmen would 
start their border patrol F ri­ 
day 
Armand Salturelli, Dallas 
regional Im m ig ration and 
Naturalization Service commis­ 
sioner. said the action was un­ 
welcome, w ill be discouraged 
and might involve violations of 
the law He said his agents will 
accept no klan reports. 
“ We don't want them, we 
don’t need them and they should 
stay out of our business,” 
Salturelli said 


“ They don’t have any au­ 
thority under the law. All of our 
ports of entry and border patrol 
headquarters have been alerted 
to tell the klan if they ever show 
up that we -don’t want them 
around. A ll their presence 
would do is possibly incite 
retaliatory efforts on the part 
of the Hispanic community 
down there ” 
Louis Beam Jr of Houston, a 
Texas klan spokesman, said 
national klan leader David 
Duke, who has been in Califor­ 
nia promoting klan border work 
there, had approved Texas 
plans to aid the “ vastly under­ 
staffed” border patrol. 
“ I'll agree with that (under- 
staffing),’’ said W illiam Sabin. 
chief Border Patrol agent in 
Laredo, Tex 
“ We don’t have 


enough, not by a lot. but I don’t 
like his (B eam ’s) solution 
because it’s not a solution.” 
Beam said klansmen w ill 
make no “ arrests,” but will 
report illegal aliens spotted by 
foot patrols, nighttime “ listen­ 
ing posts” or from automobiles 
and “ two or three” private air­ 
planes.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Two 
types of previously unknown 
m arine anim als have been 
found living in the mud and ooze 
beneath sea ice in Antarctica 
The National Science Founda­ 
tion said Tuesday the one-to 
two-inch-tall creatures resem­ 
bling m iniature trees were 
found in subfreezing water 85 to 
IOO feet below the surface. 
“ The animals have no eyes 
and no mouth,” said Dr. Jere 
Lipps of the University of 
California at Davis “ We think 
they may feed in one of two 
ways: They may extend a 
pseudopod (false foot) — tiny 
filam ents of protoplasm — 
which capture plants floating 
by in the water, possibly stirred 
by other animals swimming 
by.”

Walker told the board he ex­ 
pected Congress to consider 
legislation next year — as it has 
in the past - limiting the way 
states may tax multinational 
corporations. 
Croup kills 
child in 
Michigan 


LANSING. Mich. (U P I) - A 
childhood disease known as 
croup has struck at least two 
areas of the state with unusual 
severity, killing one child and 
putting Michigan health offi­ 
cials on guard. 
Dr. Norman Hayner. chief 
epidemiologist with the state 
Department of Public Health, 
said Tuesday dimensions of the 
problem are unknown because 
there is no standard reporting 
procedure for the normally 
mild ailment. 
Croup normally strikes chil­ 
dren up to 3 years old Marked 
by a brassy cough and labored 
breathing, it can normally be 
treated at home and disappears 
in a few days. 
Pediatricians at Mount Cle­ 
mens General Hospital north of 
Detroit said 22-month-old Ryan 
Fazzalari died Monday, three 
weeks afte r entering the 
hospital with croup symptoms 
“ The croup we’re seeing this 
year seems to be more potent," 
said Mount Clemens staff 
pediatrician Dr David Mandy 
“ The symptoms are more 
severe " 


Currently, California levies 
business taxes on multination­ 
als based on a percentage of 
their worldwide profits.

Al Ullman, 
D-Ore., chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
favored limitations on the tax 
“ We’re going to be faced with 
a problem.” he said, pointing 
out that the best place to block 
a bill would be in Ullm an’s 
committee. 
Bennett made the motion to 
allow W alker to m arshal 
forces against any such change 
in federal tax laws. 
McCausland, representing F i­ 
nance Director Roy Bell, said 
he couldn’t vote for the motion 
“ at this time” but left the door 
open for future support of 
Walker’s actions. 
Meantime. Cory announced 
that the state Supreme Court 
had sent to the 3rd District 
Court of Appeal a law suit 
authorized by the board against 
him to determine whether the 
governor may veto legislative 
intent language from the 
budget. 
The issue originally was 
raised when Brown deleted a 
section of the current budget 
that would have limited the tax 
board to sample, rather than 
complete, audits of political 
candidates under the Political 
Reform Act.

Thoughts of my German grand­ 
mother flitted through my mind the 
other day, triggered by who knows 
what. 
That’s the way those things are. 
A certain look, mannerism, or 
saying dredges up memories out of 
the past and there you are. engulfed 
in waves of nostalgia. 
Small but feisty. Grandma Stowell 
was widowed young and left to raise 
two children alone 
She did a good job, too. 
She educated my uncle at Drake 
University, and my mother at a con­ 
servatory of music. 
It wasn't easy. 
And perhaps that’s what made her 
so feisty. 
She had a tart disposition and 
could be downright unpleasant if the 
situation warranted. 
To some people. 
But my brother and I could do no 
wrong. 
Which meant that time and again 
we went without our just deserts for 
some dumb thing we’d done that we 
shouldn’t have, because she in­ 
tervened. 
During our growing up years she 
lived with us much of the time. 
So we didn’t get a lot of punish­ 
ment we should have. 


I can see her now, in rare mo­ 
ments of relaxation, sitting at the 
kitchen table as she fiddled with her 
wire-framed dimestore eyeglasses. 
Tap Tap. Tap. 
In perfect rhythm they gently 
touched the table as they slid 
through her fingers end over end; 
first one end. and then the other. 
“Waste not. want not’’ was one of 
her favorite cliches — and she 
wasted it not by frequently ad­ 
monishing us to clean our plates. 
She practiced what she preached, 
saving cooking grease to mix with 
lye for homemade laundry soap that 
cleaned better (as I recall) than 
anything before or since. 
Every scrap of material from the 
pretty dresses and aprons she made 
went into a quilt or comforter and 
leftover morsels of food all found 
their way back to our table in some 
other form before the week was up. 
Though she spoke perfect English, 
her German was never forgotten 
and she taught us kids a few words 
and phrases I still recall. 
She also sometimes mixed the 
two 
As when seeking assurance 
! that a statement just made was cor- 
i red. peering over her glasses she 
would inquire. “Is not so?” 
This she frequently shortened to, 
“Not so?’’ and sometimes even just 
to “Not?"

As tough as she was with others, 
grandma was equally soft and loving 
with us. 
No touch was more gentle; no 
words more tender than those with 
which she soothed the fevered brow 
or the troubled mind. 
Her other homelies included the 
oft-heard “A stitch in time saves 
nine.” and “Make do or do without. 
We made do and did without 
whether we needed to or not when 
she was around 
A lot 
It was unthinkable to have an 
overabundance of anything 
Completely wasteful.

Grandma slept with me 
Or I with her. 
Anyway, we shared the big brass 
bed in my room upstairs. 
How often, snuggled down, I 
watched as she removed the bone 
hairpins from her bun. let down her 
long dark hair and brushed the shin­ 
ing waves seemingly endless strokes 
before climbing in beside me. 
And how I remember the night my 
father had given me a new Ingersoll 
watch that glowed in the dark 
Dear grandma looked under the 
covers and thought the bed was on 
fire. 
She died at 83. 


Nothing will ever please my 
senses so much as the remembered 
pleasure of opening the door on a 
cold midwestern winter’s day to the 
aroma of fresh-baked bread, rolls, 
coffee kuchen, and kolatche. with 
which grandma constantly spoiled 
us

Oh. to have spindleshanks once 
more and to enjoy with reckless

In the course of visiting Ian’s relatives 
and homeland, Ian and I traveled 
through some of the more remote places 
in Scotland in August and September. 
One such excursion began at the 
crowded Buchanan Bus Station in 
Glasgow on a Monday as we boarded the 
bus for a six-day tour of the Western 
Isles — destination, the Isle of Skye and 
the Isle of Lewis in the Inner and Outer 
Hebrides, respectively. 
Traveling northward, we passed 
through a variety of green or rocky 
moors, forests, mountains, and glens; 
past streams, lakes, rivers, waterfalls, 
and ocean vistas We revisited Loch Lo­ 
mond, the longest of the many Scottish 
lakes and vowed to take the day-long 
boat trip on the lake next time. 
Inveraray, a jewel of a village on Loch 
Fyne, is the location of the impressive 
castle in which the Duke and Duchess of 
Argyle now live We were impressed 
with the bustling modern cities of Oban 
and Ft. William and the majestically 
wide glen of Glencoe a historical spot 
from the days of the clans, seemed even 
more beautiful than we remembered. 
The highway wound over mountains, 
and through heavily wooded country The 
driver was nonchalant about passing big 
trucks and buses on the road that was 
sometimes only a narrow one-way pas­ 
sage Backing up to a turn out didn't hap­ 
pen nearly as often as expected 
The ferries from the towns of Oban and 
Ft. William lead to islands that were 
colonized by Gaelic-speaking settlers 
from Ireland and their communities 
often experienced raids by the Norsemen 
in the old days. 
During this time the people were 
governed bv warlike clans for several 
generations which were disbanded in the 


middle of the 1700s by British law. As a 
consequence, thousands of tenant 
farmers, or crofters, were evicted from 
the farms their families had worked for 
generations and the sheep industry 
began. Just about one-third of the 
descendants of the farming families of 
IOO years ago remain there today. 
Today, there is a concern throughout 
the Western Isles about the loss of their 
native Gaelic language. In some areas a 
bilingual program has been introduced 
into the schools. 
The first two evenings of the trip were 
especially memorable. After dinner, 
tour members were entertained at a 
Ceilidh, pronounced kaylee, which was 
originally a kind of party in a home 
where guests entertained each other 
singing, playing and dancing. The Ceilidh 
now serves the purpose of preserving old 
songs and dances as well as providing a 
happy social occasion Many times the 
songs are accompanied by an accordion. 
Other instruments may be added. 
The dramatic highlight of any such 
evening is the piping done by a single bag­ 
pipe player or a group. Everyone is in­ 
vited to take part in the dances, and the 
swirling skirts of the dancers plus the 
rhythmic beat of the music quickly 
create a gala atmosphere. 
To go to the Isle of Skye, the tour group 
boarded a ferry at Ft William and dis­ 
embarked at Portree, the largest of the 
islands of the inner Hebrides. For a very 
complete story of these islands, consult 
the N o v e m b e r , 1974 National 
Geographic. 
The people of Skye are struggling to 
preserve their Gaelic identity The song, 
popular in Scotland, about Skye reflects 
the peace and beauty of the place. Most 
of the 7,400 islanders live in crofting 
townships and almost everyone depends 
upon wages as well as working his croft 
or allotted land. Tourism is really the 
leading industry with fishing moving up 
in importance. 


From the hillsides around Portree, one 
can look over to the mainland mountains 
and over to the hills of the outer islands. 
Lori Emmons wed in Las Vegas 


Toward the south are the jagged, black 
Cuillin Mountains As you stand drinking 
in the views the clean, fresh sea winds 
whip around you, and you are so glad 
that you are enjoying such a “now" mo­ 
ment. Nothing else seems very impor­ 
tant for a few minutes. 


On the third day of this trip, the road 
passed beside the famous Loch Ness 
The road winds through some high 
country on the way to the city of 
Inverness and the panoramas are 
arresting. Travelers search the surface 
of Loch Ness for the big protruding body 
of the monster, remembering that since 
the 1930s there have been over 3,000 
sightings

Rent control will be the topic 
of discussion at a meeting of the 
Rent Control Alliance group 
scheduled for IO a m.

Nov. 2, in the Veterans 
Memorial Building, Solvang. 
The event is being co-sponsored 
bv the Senior Citizens Center of 
the Community Action Com­ 
mission in Solvang. 
It was noted those needing a 
ride should contact the Senior 
Center at 688-3793 
In an effort to try to keep 
rents down, the Santa Barbara 
County Rent Control Alliance 
was formed in January with the 
purpose of circulating a petition 
to place a rent control initiative 
on the June 1978 ballot, it was 
said. Nine thousand signatures 
were needed to qualify. 
According to the Alliance, the 
form of rent control being 
proposed is referred to as “se­ 
cond generation” rent control; 
a system of controlled annual 
rent increases rather than a 
freeze. 
A 
fiv e-person 
publicly 
elected rent control board is be­ 
ing proposed to administer the 
program and consider factors 
in c lu d in g 
in c re a s e s or 
decreases in property taxes, 
costs of m aintenance and 
repairs, certain capital im­ 
provements and the need for a 
fair return for landlords’ in­ 
vestments. the Alliance said. 
In their proposal, all residen­ 
tial rehtal property would come 
under rent control except new 
construction built after the 
adoption of the ordinance, 
small landlords who rent fewer 
than four units and live in one of 
them, and hotels, motels, dor- 
m atories and government- 
subsidized housing 
Included 
would be mobile home parks, 
residential hotels and other ren­ 
tal housing units 
The Alliance noted rent con­ 
trol in the county would follow 
this sequence: 
after the rent 
control concept passes, there 
would be a special election of 
the rent control board 
After 
the election, there would be a 
rollback of rents to what they 
were on Aug 30. 1977, the day 
the Alliance published its inten­ 
tion to circulate the rent control 
petition 
T hen, acco rd in g to the 
Alliance, the board would set 
the maximum allowable rents 
to be charged by owners and 
function as an impartial ap­ 
peals board

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University lends 
hand to inventors 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - 
Whether it’s big, small, whacky 
or the stuff of genius, the 
University of Oregon’s Innova­ 
tion Center will check out just 
about any kind of invention of­ 
fered. 
Four years and some 2,000 in­ 
ventions later, the center’s 
director says the independent 
inventor is alive and well in 
America. 
Oregon’s Innovation Center is 
the only one in the country 
geared to helping independent 
inventors evaluate what they’ve 
got and whether it can be 
produced, marketed and sold 
for a profit. 
“We offer a service to anyone 
to evaluate their ideas,’’ says 
Jerry Udell, director of the In­ 
novation Center and an as­ 
sociate professor of marketing 
at the University of Oregon. 
“It’s important to look at the 
commercial feasibility before 
making an investment which 
might run into millions of 
dollars. We’re attempting to 
tell people if their idea is a good 
one or not. 
“But we also give suggestions 
for further development and in­ 
sight into the innovation proces- 
s.”The center, which is part of 
the university’s College of 


Condominium 
conversion 
impact big 


Conversion of rental units in 
county areas to condominium 
uses is bound to result in a

Business Administration, was 
started in 1973 with $1 million in 
National Science Foundation 
grants.

R-Ore., then Oregon’s 
governor, founded the Oregon 
Inventors Council. The council 
is now called the Western 
Inventors Council and its ex­ 
perts help the Innovaton Center 
evaluate inventors’ ideas. 
As is usual when conventional 
wisdom is rattled by new ideas, 
the center has looked at good in­ 
ventions and not-so-good ones. 
“Perpetual motion machines, 
for example," says Udell. “One 
fellow came in with an idea for 
an electric car. He was going to 
extend the mileage into infinity 
by putting a generator on all 
four wheels and recharging the 
battery. 
“ Well, for one thing the 
generators set up a drag on the 
wheels And you can’t get more 
out of a machine then you put 
into it, unless you’ve discovered 
a new law of physics we don't 
know about yet.’’ 
Another inventor “spent IO 
years and $15,000 developing a 
device to heat recreational 
vehicles’’ that sat on top of a 
stove. 
All well and good, says Udell, 
but “ the problem was product 
safety. There was a high 
probability of asphyxiation. 
“ He was so wrapped up in the 
idea. and that’s what inventors 
do We help spot trouble and tell 
people you have a good idea or 
not such a good idea 
Most 
things we see are good but 
they're not commercially 
feasible ” 
During the past year the 
center has evaluated almost 700 
new product ideas and inven­ 
tions from all 50 states and 15 
foreign countries, Udell said. 
Two of the more promising 
inventions the center has seen 
recently are “a uniwrench, a sl­ 
ick imaginative tool, that fits 
either American or metric nuts 
and bolts “

Women may soon shorten 
their lives just like men

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
American women have come a 
long way in their effort to gain 
equality with men, but two Los 
Angeles 
researchers warn 
it could mean they may also 
begin to die like men. 
But Dr. Charles Lewis and 
Mary Ann Lewis, a nurse, say a 
reduction in sexual discrimi­ 
nation need not pose a risk to 
the health of women if they 
learn from past experience to 
avoid the behavioral patterns 
that shorten the life spans of 
men. 
Writing in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, the 
Lewises suggest it might be 
better for men to live a little bit 
like women. 
They said benefits of sexual 
parity should come in terms of 
individual survival as well as 
equal opportunities for personal 
achievement. 
Lompocans given

CB (Jim) Reynolds of 306 
South G St. and Charles N. 
Bowker of 1707 Calle Linden) 
have been given the honorary ti­ 
tle of “Knight Commander of 
the Court of Honour" by the 
Supreme Council of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Free Masonry of the Southern 
jurisdiction.

“If we are striving for a non­ 
sexist society, with equal op­ 
portunity for all, it would be 
better to seek increased oppor­ 
tunities for women in occupa­ 
tion, business and commercial 
affairs, and a reduction in the 
morbidity and m ortality of 
men.” 
The Lewises, with the UCLA 
Center for Health Sciences, cite 
statistics and numerous studies 
to show that males have ex­ 
perienced greater death rates 
and more illness at all ages in 
the 20th century. 
They said there is growing 
evidence that many of the dif­ 
ferences in death and sickness 
rates between men and women 
“ are related more to their 
behaviors and roles in society 
than to their biologic in­ 
heritance.” 
Women are clearly the 
superior sex in terms of sur­ 
vival, the report said. It 
suggested this might be ex­ 
plained in part by the fact that 


women have been expected or 
permitted by society to be more 
concerned with health and to 
assume the role of the patient 
more frequently. 
“In contrast, men, faced w; .n 
an increased risk of chronic d s- 
ease and shorter life expec­ 
tancy, are more reluctant to 
seek care or to adopt behaviors 
that would diminish these risks. 
“ It might be argued that 
society has created a social en­ 
vironment that is far more 
hazardous to the health of 
men.” 
Smoking is a prime example. 
More men than women smoke 
and one study indicated that the 
differences in smoking habits 
accounted for 47 percent of the 
difference in life expectancies 
of females and males between 
the ages of 37 and 87. 
However, recent studies show 
that more women are smoking. 
It also has been found that more 
women are dying of lung 
cancer.

Ancient Aztec 
computer' beats 
electronic brains 


M EX IC O C IT Y (U P I) - 
Mexican civil engineer David 
Esparza Hidalgo says it cost 
him a divorce and 18 years of 
tramping 
th rou g h mountains, 
deserts and jungles, but in the 
end it paid off with the dis­ 
covery of the Aztec computer. 
Nepoliualtzintzin 
Esparza claims the com­ 
puter, still used today, can beat 
electronic brains in more ways 
than one. 
“ Some operations can be 
done faster on the Aztec com­ 
puter but its biggest advantage 
is that the person operating it 
has to reason Electronic com­ 
puters do the reasoning,” he 
said 
Esparza. 52, began his quest 
when he was a college student 
studying architecture. It took 
him to Indian villages and un­ 
iversity libraries across the 
country. 
“ I had to dress as a peasant 
to gain the Indians’ confidence. 
I went to their bars; I made 
friends with them and lived 
with them for months. Every­ 
where I went I asked the In­ 
dians about their system of 
counting Slowly the bits of in­ 
formation began to fit toge­ 
ther.” 
Esparza says his search for 
the Aztec computer was a lone­ 
ly one. But certainty that it ex­ 
isted drove him on 
“ The Aztec and Mayan 


pyramids were proof that there 
existed advanced mathematical 
computation,” he said. 
The breakthrough came when 
Esparza talked to an old Indian 
in the Puebla Sierra, in central 
Mexico, who told him about the 
“ kipotl," a simplified version 
of the Nepohualtzintzin. 
The Aztec computer is a 
board divided into two sections 
of keys separated by a divider 
which has dots representing 
values of I, IO. IOO and 1.000. 
etc In the top section, there are 
13 rows of three keys each . in 
the bottom section 13 rows of 
four keys 
The keys in the top section 
have a value of five and the 
keys in the bottom section a 
value of one The computer is 
operated by moving keys from 
right to left, in order of their 
decimal value 


Aside from being able to 
make any calculation based on 
the decimal system. Esparza 
says, computation can be made 
based on the Aztec and Mayan 
duodecimal system, which was 
based on 20 


The computer also can be 
used for astronomical calcula­ 
tions. for which it was used by 
the Aztecs and Mayans, he said 
The beauty of this math­ 
ematical system is that it 
evolved from observing natural 
phenomena.” Esparza said

This machine does it all 
for leisurely fishermen 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
commercial fishing boat Lake­ 
side launched recently had 
something different 
aboard 
helping account for its $350,000 
price tag. 
Bolted to its deck were 12 
mechanical fishing machines 
capable of casting a line out, 
hooking a fish, hauling it aboard 
and dropping it a hold, all 
without benefit of a human 
helping hand. 
Each Hydra-Pole Automatic 
Fishing Machine resembles a 
slot machine-style box with a 
thick fishing pole for a lever. 
Compressed air and a hydraulic 
system enable the machine to 
cast a line fitted with a barbless 
hook. 
The jolt caused by the strike 
of a fish activates the hydraulic 
mechanism to cause the pole to 
whip backwards and flip the 
fish onto the deck, explains 
Gerald F. LaKarnafeaux, presi­ 
dent of Fisheries Management 


Once the tension goes out of 
the line, the fish spits out the 
hook and the machine returns it 
to the water 
The process begins with 600 
“ scoops” of live anchovies 
carried as bait by the Lakeside, 
technically a “baitboat.” When 
the Lakeside reaches albacore 
tuna waters, some of the bait is 
thrown overboard 
The tuna in the 15-to 35-pound 
range, are attracted to the 
anchovies and in the frenzy to 
get them strike at anything, in­ 
cluding a lured hook. The 
Hydra-Pole hook is rigged with 
an artificial squid, and in the 
water it is jogged up and down 
by the control box. 
“Just that movement will 
tend to attract fish,” said 
LaKarnafeaux 
Once hauled aboard, the fish 
tumble along on the deck, which 
is sloped funnelwise to a hatch, 
fall through and ride a conveyor 
belt to a refrigerated “well.” 
TVi a Ka o I 


fish. 
The Hydra-Pole, invented by 
Bob Graham, general manager 
of the company’s fishing opera­ 
tion, is not the first such 
machine on the market. There 
are other designs of American 
origin in use, and the Japanese 
fishing industry has used a 
similar device for some time. 
However, Graham said Fish­ 
eries Management had an ad­ 
vantage. 
“I came up with a machine 
that has three moving parts, as 
opposed to the Japanese ma­ 
chine which has 172 moving 
parts,” he said, “the Japanese 
machine goes for about $10,000 
— ours for about half that.’ 


The 1977 price for albacore, 
whi ch cannot be s e i n e d 
economically, was set at $1,165 
a ton in negotiations in the 
fishing and canning industry In 
comparison, skipjack tuna br­ 
ing $740 and yellowfin $820 a 
ton.

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IRS declares mission 
tax-exempt, angers town

(N E A )- The Contemporary 
Mission is not a garden vari­ 
ety religious e tterprise. It 
holds no services, it wel­ 
comes few sinners, it does 
not travel by ways of despair 
searching for the woebegone 
flock. What’s more, the m is­ 
sion, and the six Catholic 
priests who run it, are not 
recognized by their church. 


For all of it, however, 
Contemporary Mission has 
at 
le a s t 
one 
fa ith fu l 
believer: the Internal Reve­ 
nue Service. Though even its 
operators admit C.M. is lit­ 
tle more than a secular- 
oriented mail order business 
(records, jewelry, etc.), the 
I.R.S. says it’s a charity and 
has granted it tax exemption 
status here since 1971. 


Charity? 
Westport resi­ 
dents believe C.M.’s kind of 
charity begins at home. The 
mission 
is 
housed 
in 
a 
$300,00(1 private residence 
alo n g sid e 
Long 
Island 
Sound. The place has a gate 
house, 
a 
boulevard-type 
driveway, and a $15,000 cru­ 
iser moored at its dock; 
there are also three swanky 
cars about, one a $17,000 
Mercedes coupe. 


In all, observers believe 
C.M. and its priests are 
worth more than half a mil­ 
lion dollars, not a cent of it 
taxable. Besides tax exemp­ 
tion, C.M. is given a federal 
discount on its mail order 
postage, the priests do not 
pay sales tax on purchased 
merchandise, and the opera­ 
tion is excluded from all 
state and community levees. 


Not bad for a group whose 
religious motivation ha* In­ 
cluded the postal peddling of 
a "we ght reduction* liquid. 
CM. also sells pendants, 
health books, and rock mu­ 
sic through the mails. Then 
too, the mission has a tax 
exempt subsidiary, "Tax Re­ 
se a rc h 
C enter," 
sa m e 
address, that hawks a citi- 
1 zen’s guide to "guaranteed" 
j tax reduction. 


Clearly, C.M. has some 
competence in the latter pro­ 
motion. But for its own tax

matters, little competence is 
needed. I.R.S. code 501-C3 
generously allows tax ex­ 
emption to any religious or 
charitable organization op­ 
erating on a non-profit basis. 
There are perhaps 750,000 of 
these organizations existing 
in America today. 
Membership in the tax 
exempt club is not hard to 
come by. An I.R.S. officer in 


tax collector says he be­ 
lieves a probe should be 
initiated. Neighbors near the 
C.M. mansion say investiga­ 
tion is long overdue. But the 
community is powerless to 
act by itself; it must abide 
by I.R.S. action or inaction. 
Meanwhile, C.M. is not 
entirely in the clear.

W a s h in g to n , 
C h a r le s 
Rumph, says that dozens of 
charity groups form every

groups must file for some 
special privileges, but tax 
exemption itself does not 
require any application. 
Given this easy access to 
tax 
exem ption, 
Rumph 
concedes that frauds can be 
perpetrated. At least some 
tax free institutions are prof­ 
it-making rackets. Mail or­ 
der ministers, for example, 
are 
now 
claiming 
their 
homes as tax exempt parso­ 
nages. One untaxed charity 
in New York City was re­ 
cently discovered to be a 
bordello. 
Despite the potential for 
abuse, 
however, 
Rumph 
says the I.R.S. does not 
vigorously investigate the 
qualifications of tax exempt 
charities. He says only occa­ 
sional audits are held, usu­ 
ally 
prompted by 
public 
complaint; otherwise, par­ 
ticularly as regards relig­ 
ious groups, the separation 
of church and state forbids 
widespread tax snooping. 
So it is that the legitimacy 
of the Contemporary Mis­ 
sion has never been feder­ 
ally questioned.

founded the California State 
Railroad Museum, a compre­ 
hensive collection of railroad 
memorabilia ranging from old­ 
fashioned locomotives to a con­ 
ductor’s hat. 
The state, which is financing 
the $15.5 million project, has 
already completed the passen­ 
ger station. Under construction 
are a history and engineering 
building, a freight depot and 
navigation terminal.

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Not all heroes get publicity 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
America usually gives large 
amounts of publicity to its 
heroes, but there have been ex­ 
ceptions 
One such exception was the 
case of the coastwatchers in the 
South Pacific during World War 
II These heroes, mostly Aus­ 
tralian, would have been en­ 
dangered even more by even 
general publicity. 
And any praise that men­ 
tioned them by name or gave 
any geographies! data would 
have probably condemned the 
coastwatcher to death. 
But their importance was un­ 
derlined by Adm Bull Halsey, 
who said. “The Coastwatchers 
s a v e d G u a d a l c a n a l and 
G u a d a l c a n a l 
s a v e d the 
Pacific.” 
The coastwatcher story is 
told by author Walter Lord in a 
new book, “Lonely Vigil,’ just 
published by Viking Press of 
New York ($12 50). 
Coastwatching was originally 
developed by the Royal Aus­ 
tralian Navy after World War I 
to have a network of 200 to 300 
observers who could keep their 
eyes on many thousands of 
miles of coastline in case of 
trouble 
With the Japanese push 
toward Australia, many of 
these observers wound up 
behind the enemy lines, where 
they sometimes organized na­ 
tives into small non-combatant 
observation units and kept the 


Allies informed of ship and 
plane and troop movements in 
their areas. 
They were, of course, high on 
the Japanese extermination 
list. 
“Unknown ship stopping at 
lagoon entrance,” was the poig­ 
nant last m essage received 
from coastwatcher C C. Jarvis 
on lonely Nissan. He was never 
heard from again. 
By June. 1943. there were 14 
teleradios behind enemy lines 
and Jack Read’s unruffled "40 
bombers heading y o u r s ’’ 
became the catchphrase of im­ 
pending trouble to the Marines 
on Guadalcanal 
Read and Paul Mason were 
the Marines’ early warning 
system s, reporting on the 
Tokyo Express as it headed 
down “The Slot” to be sunk or 
shot down in Iron Bottom 
Sound 
The two were coastwatching 
on Bougainville, hundreds of 
miles to the north deep in 
enemy territory where they 
were in perfect positions to 
count the enemy almost from 
the start of raids. 
Why did these volunteers un­ 


dertake their dangerous jobs? 


‘‘It was something dif­ 
ferent,” Don Macfarlan. “Just 
couldn’t see Europeans walking 
out on the natives.” Martin

“My idea of war,”

NEW YORK (UPI) - It took the Cy 
Young Award to flip the unflappable 
Sparky Lyle. 
The New York Yankees 33-year-old 
relief pitcher, who had a 13-5 record and 
26 saves in 72 appearances in 1977, 
became the first reliever in American 
League history to win the award Tuesday 
in voting by the Baseball Writers As­ 
sociation of America and promptly 
admitted the announcement made him 
nervous for the first time this year. 
“I was shaking when I heard I won the 
award, it was the first time I’ve ever 
been nervous.” said Lyle. ‘‘There had 
been talk I was a candidate but I knew 
the only other relief pitcher to win a Cy 
Young was Mike Marshall.” 
Marshall won the National League’s 
Cy Young Award in 1974 when he had a 
15-12 record in 106 games for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 


Lyle won the award with 5 6 p o in ts 
compared to 48 for 20-game winner Jim 
Palm er of the Baltimore Orioles and 46 
for Nolan Ryan of the California Angels 
They were followed by Dennis Leonard 
of Kansas City with 45 points. Bill 
Campbell of Boston with 25^. Dave 
Goltz of Minnesota with 19. Ron Guidry 
of the Yankees with five. Dave Rozema 
of Detroit with four and Frank Tanana of 
the Angels with three 


The voters selected three pitchers in 
order of preference and points were 
awarded on the basis of five for first 
place, three for second and one for third 
Lyle and Campbell split one third-place 
vote. 
“The Cy Young Award is probably the 
greatest thing that’s ever happened to 
me outside of coming to the Yankees, 
said Lyle. ‘‘Now people are going to 


recognize the short relief pitcher who 
has been in the background There never 
has been a club which won a pennant or a 
World Series without having a good 
bullpen

Before M arshall's selection as the NL 
Cy Young winner, the only reliever 
honored in BBW A A post-season voting 
was Jim Konst ant v of the Philadelphia 
Phillies, who was voted the NL s most 
valuable player in 1950 Bob Turley in 
1958 and Whitey Ford in 1961 are the only 
Yankee pitchers previously honored as 
Cy Young winners 
Lyle has been the Y ankees’ star 
reliever in their last two American 
League championship seasons, winning a 
total of 20 games and saving 49 during 
that period One of the pranksters of the 
Yankee clubhouse, he has kept his cool 
throughout the turmoil of the two years 
both on the field and in the clubhouse. 


Lyle also went IO 1-3 innings without 
allowing a run in four appearances in the 
Yankees’ playoff victory over the Royals 
- although that performance was not 
counted bv the voters He is a pitcher 
with a rubber arm who becomes more 
effective when he makes frequent ap­ 
pearances and ineffective after long 
layoffs. 
Palmer was a 20-game winner for the 
seventh time for the Orioles. Ryan had a 
19-16 record and led the major leagues 
with 341 strikeouts and Leonard became 
a 20-game winner for the first time this 
year.

Q. What’s your opinion on Joe Namath? Is he all washed up as a 
quarterback — T M., Anaheim, Calif. 
A. 
Not necessarily, if he can get his passing techniques 
straightened out again. I think Joe’s throwing off balance a lot of 
the time in his haste to get rid of the ball. He’s also continuing a 
habit he had with the Jets of challenging secondaries by throwing 
into the heart of multiple coverage. He’s playing more tentative 
than I’ve ever seen him. His basic skills have eroded some but not 
to the extent that his performance so far with the Rams indicates. 
I think there’ll be another hurrah from Freeway Joe. 


Q. You mentioned recently the distance between bases on a 
baseball field, in meters.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Los 
Angeles Rams’ coach Chuck 
Knox won’t say it, of course, 
but there’s strong conjecture 
that he’s proved one point to 
owner Carroll Rosenbloom and 
now he’s proving another one. 
That is: 


Pat Haden, the blond-haired 
former University of Southern 
California scrambler, is a far 
better quarterback than lame- 
kneed Joe Namath, the 13-year 
refugee from the New York 
Jets. 


T he im m ob ile N am ath, 
signed by the Rams as a free 
agent in June, was the Rams’ 
starting quarterback for their 
first four games and the result 
was a shaky 2-2 start. 


A seventh-round draft choice 
of the Rams in 1975 after a 
brilliant career at USC, the 
Rhodes Scholar directed them 
to a 14-7 victory over New 
Orleans and followed that up 
with a sensational performance 
in a 35-3 blitz of the proud Min­ 


nesota Vikings Monday night. 
The conjecture goes that the 
strong-willed Rosenbloom in­ 
structed Knox, his coach for the 
past fiv e seasons, to start 
Namath ahead of Haden and 
Knox, like a dutiful employe, 
let Namath hang himself. 
Namath claims he’s just hap­ 
py having a job and says 
something about feeling lucky 
about seeing the sun come up 
every day. 
But Namath hasn’t even 
played one down the last two 
games and Knox says the Ram 
quarterbacking controversy is 
finally over, once and for all, 
and Haden is No. I. 
A year ago, Haden finally 
won out in a three-way fight 
with Ron Jaworski, now with 
the Philadelphia Eagles, and 
Jam es Harris, a black quarter­ 
back who was shipped off to the 
San D iego Chargers. It was a 
bitter experience for all three, 
som etim es touched by racial 
overtones, and Haden could 
have, a la Jaworski and Harris, 
chosen to rip away at Namath 
and the Ram management. But 
the 5-11. 182-pounder kept his 


mouth shut and waited his turn. 
A less mature and wiser 
quarterback might have dug his 
own grave. 
After all, Knox did tell him 
the best man — Haden or 
Namath — would win out on 
their performance during the 
exhibition season and Haden 
was clearly the best man. 
But then Knox switched 
signals and said he was going 
with Namath because of his 
wealth of experience. 
A loss at Chicago on Monday 
night two weeks ago finally 
burst Namath’s bubble. He 
threw four interceptions. 
R o se n b lo o m

Namath and the Jets sink his 
Baltimore Colts in the 1969 
Super Bowl. If the conjecture is 
true, it apparently took him 
four 1977 league games to find 
out Namath’s talents have slip­ 
ped considerably in eight 
seasons.

Concorde 
time 


It is welcome news that the Concorde 
will be allowed to try out its run to New 
York City. If it had been °the™ is<“ 
resentment would have lingered, and the 
French and the English would Ilave^ gone 
to their graves believing the United 
States, 
pleading 
ecological 
vanity, 
euchred them of an op­ 
portunity to show off 
and vindicate the most 
advanced transport 
plane in the world 
In the end — as Mr. 
Ford’s wise transpor- 
t a t io n 
s e c r e t a r y 
predicted—there could 
be no substitute for the 
empirical test. There 
are undoubtedly some 
of the most elaborate 
scientific instruments 
in the w orld that 
presume to tell you whether the sound is 
just right or just wrong. The trouble with 
them — as at another level they dis­ 
covered at Lincoln Center 
that they 
simply do not duplicate the human ear 
and the human nervous system, and 
nobody in Queens is going to know for 
sure how objectionable (if at all) the 
Concorde is until it begins to fly in once 
or twice a day. 
But it isn t by any means settled For 
one thing there are the professionally 
civil disobedient: the kind of people who 
can be brought to church only if 
presented with an opportunity to stand 
up to make a scene against the neutron 
bomb There are those who are deter­ 
mined to stop the traffic into Kennedy 
and interpose themselves against the 
courts Most of these demonstrators are, 
as I say. men and women in search of a 
cause Others are sincerely concerned 
over the prospect of a noise-blight ruin­ 
ing or gravely influencing their lives. 
What will happen is that after a week 
or so of Concorde flights, the latter group 
will either be pacified, or their premoni­ 
tions will be confirmed by experience In 
the latter event, there will be a general 
outcry against the Concorde and it will 
be doomed If all we have left however, 
after a couple of weeks, are the profes­ 
sional protestors, led by a grandstanding 
Governor Carey, they will disappear like 
those who pledged to stop the traffic on 
the way to the World’s Fair in 1964. 
The wisecrack in Europe during the 
last winter is that the British - French 
consortium could have wangled permis­ 
sion to land the Concorde by the simple 
device of making a gift of one (I) Con­ 
corde to El AL But there is a perfectly 
simple way to move against Concorde, 
and it very nearly happened a couple ox 
months ago when nobody was looking. 
It was in the Senate, where an amend­ 
ment to a revenue bill was being con­ 
sidered Senator Kennedy, who appeared 
consecrated to the cause of preventing 
any other Americans from enjoying any 
of the privileges he grew up with, short 
only of renouncing those privileges 
himself, moved to declare that first class 
airplane fares should not be deductible 
as business expenses. 
Since there are about 16 people in the 
United States both rich and profligate 
enough to spend their own money at the 
Concorde rate in order to save an extra 
three hours’ flying time, this would 
reduce the demand for the Concorde to 
zero. 
It occurred to the Senate, however, 
that the proposed exclusion would 
operate equally to undermine all first 
class travel in the United States, most of 
which is done as a business expense. 
Even some senators who are highly pop­ 
ulist in their public rhetoric rose to 
protest this. By a vote of only two 
members the measure was defeated, and 
first-class air travel continues to be 
deductible where authorized by a cor­ 
poration 
But for those who seek straws in the 
wind, did you notice what the British in­ 
tend to do? Reduce their flights to 
Washington pari passu as they in­ 
augurate flights into New York. You see, 
the British and the French want to fly 
the Concorde because they want to show 
it off. But it is an economic dog Every 
time they fly the poor thing, even if they 
were as crowded and uncomfortable as 
the ascetic Senator Kennedy would 
desire it to be — it would still lose 
money. In recent years the French 
allowed the whole of their transatlantic 
passenger line to sink without a trace in 
order to save a little money. 
A few years from now, Concorde 
flights will probably be rarities, possibly 
they will not exist. Or — the only viable 
alternative to abandoning supersonic 
pass sager flights — the boys will go back 
and dust off the model we buried in a 
Luddite seizure of a few years ago and 
try to resurrect an efficient model. It is 
not likely, then, to be a long ordeal for 
the people in the area of Kennedy air­ 
port, one way or another.
